A large attendance, consisting of student.^ and faculty^ 
meml>ei3, was on hand in the Assembly Hall on Tuesd'*/ 
afternoon to witness the presentation of medals, pme.s, 
scholarships, and bursaries to a long: Hit of Macdonald 
students, and to hear an addiess by Dr. David Thon^pson. 
The ceremony opened by the singing: of "Hail Alma Mater" 
and "All Hail Macdonald'' which were followed by a fevf 
opening: remarks by Dr. Dion. 



The presentation of the awards 
wajs then carried out with Or. 
Thompson doing the honours. 
Among the big winners were Mr. 
Keith McCuIly with a .S2000. post- 
graduate scholarship (C.I.L. ), 
Miss. Katherine McKellar and 
Mr. Douglas Phillips, each with 
$1500 teaching scholarship^*. Mr. 
Andrew Lee, with four awards, 
and Miss. Gail Hoyt with three, 
also deserve congratulations. 

F'oilowing the presentations of 
awards. Dale Ells, President or 
the Students' Council very capab- 
ly introduced' Dr. Thompson as 
guest speaker, filling in for Dr. 
James who was unahle to he 
present. He mentioned that Dr. 
Thompson was born in Scoti j i 1. 
studied at several univer.^;. :*s 
and is presently the Dean of ilie 
Faculty ot Graduate Studia* and 
Research, and Vice-Principal of 
McGill University. 

In his remarks, Dr. Thompson 
mentioned that McGill University 
is presently under less financial 
pressure than it has been for a 
number of years and thus better 
able to do something to allovv 
for the increasing number of 
students. He said that in the

has reduced the number of 
''Christmas graduates", he fe4t 
that such qualities as personality,, 
eagerness, interest, and desire 
should be considered in th(» 
future selective admission of 
students. Dr. Thompson .sug 
gested that too much uniformir/ 
among students is not always tb^^ 
be^t situation as students actual- 
ly educate one another by havin.ij 
different qualities and interesis. 
He also stated that students at 
Mac. have the benefits and ai 
vantages of l>oth the large anJ 
the small colleges and should b'* 
grateful for a 'unique educaticwi- 
al opportunity".

UTOPIA ? ? ^"^^ I Council Corner 



Some forty-SHX years ag^^ t-z * - 
the world banded fhetn^Sves toget^ 
the most costly war the world had - 
ing it naively "the war to end wars'*. After the war 
was over, and the peoples of the world had time 
for reflection, they begah to realize that rro cr^ had 
really won or proved anythir^ During tfie tw enty 
years virhich followed they saw their dreams of world 
peace slowly dissolue in a confusion of political folly 
and shortsightedness, until in 1939 the world vnas 
back where it beffm in 1914. Oice ^ain tfie nations 
of the world were thrown into a disastrous y¥oM 
vizt. This time sonn«one dubbed it. "ttie war to end 
wars to end wars Since 1945 we have seen tfie 
gradual division of the world into two opposing Ideal- 
c^ies. two opposing political systems, two opposing 
military powers, with a large ruimber of neutralist 
nations between. One hope has developed in tfie 
last fifteen years — the United Nations. While not 
always successful in its goals, this organization re- 
mains our best, perhaps our only hope for peaceful 
co-existefKe. The nuclear 3^ vi4iich we are entering 
offers us a choice of complete chaos and destruction, 
or world peace with an abundant life for all thrcu^ 
the harrr^sed power of the atom. Nearly all nations 
agree that disarmament m^jst be effected, but are 
at Ic^erficads as to how they may go about it be- 
cause of nruitual distrust. Here is the greatest test 
for tf^ ^ - ^ We submit that they must surrender 
their / to the wishes of the v^rld through 

e U.N. which must become the supreme autho- 
r ratrve body, the only significant military force, arKi 
be embodied with the power to police any situation 
any country cf the world. There are obvious objec- 
r ons to such a scheme and it may seem unrealistic, 
but it does offer pemrwient abolition of the spectre 

' war. This ts the goal v^^ich we must sonr^ehow
